Review of the Report on th^ working of the Archaeological Department 
up to the end of Aban, 1324 F. (October, 1915 A.D.). 


(1) T/w Si(pcri)iti')idt‘nt of Ai'clucoloi^v.—lw their I^osolutioii No. Mise , 
dated 22nd Amurdad, i.t2.^ F. (jtli June, 1914), His Hii'hness’ ('.overninent 
announced the creation of an Arclueoloji^ical De])artuien( for the vState and the 
selection, on the advice of Sir Jolin Marshall, Director (General of Arelueoloj'v in 
India, of Mr. (i. Yar.dani as its first Superintendent. Mr. Ya/.dani arrived in 
Hyderabad on the 21st Fliwurdad, 1424 P'. (2t)th Ajiril, 1914), and the Report 
under review surveys the work of the Department since that date to the end of 
•Xban, 1324 P'. (October, Dp^) a period of seventeen months. 

(2) Consd'vation . — The preservation of the monumental antiquities of the- 
Dominions has been a matter of anxious consideration to His Highness’ (io\ein- 
ment, and the first and main feature of the work to which the vSujierintendent 
has devoted himself in the jieriod under review is the iirejiaration , after personal 
inspection of the monuments, of a very large number of conservation notes on 
which the Public Works Department have subseipiently based their estimates. 
The following are among the most important of tliose works, the estimates for 
which have been framed and sanctioned by ('.overninent :

In this coiinoction the help of the Director (jeneral of Archccology of India 
was often sou^dit for in matters recjuiring expert architectural or artistic judg- 
ment, and Ilis llighiu'ss’ ('.overnment desire* to express their appreciation of the 
readiness with which .Sir John Marshall has always answered their calls on his 
time. They also wish to express their cordial thanks to him for his visits to the 
vState in the* cold season of 1915-1^, nnd the valuable advice he has been able to 
give as the outcome of his tours, especially in connection with the Ajanta and 
the Hllora caves. As regards the former monuments, it is a matter of .special 
.sati.sfaction to (lovcrnmenl that the view, advanced by certain antiquaries, that 
the .\janta frescoes were in a state of rapid deterioration has proved on careful 
examination to be without any foundation. .Sir John Marshall is of opinion 
that with adequate care the frescoes may last for several centuries more ; while 
any attempt to remove them with a view to protect the frescoes will prove 
ab.solutely disastrous. During the visit of the Director (leneral to Ajanta M. 
.\xel Jail, a Danish artist of great culture, was also a.skcd to inspect the caves. 
His note on the art of Ajanta, which is attached to the Rei)ort, is of great 
interest. 

At Kllora a number of minor cave-temples have been exposed, and the 
attention of the .Vrclixological Department has been invited to .some paintings 
in the Ganesa Dena, which had also been noticed, but cursorily, by Mr. Burgess. 
Mr. Vazdani has undertaken to describe the.se discoveries in the form of a short 
monograph illustrated by plans and photographs of the sculjitures and paintings. 
A special feature of the newly dug out caves is the triniurti figure which in 
boldne.ss of conception and precisene.ss of execution compares favourably with 
the Great Trimurti of tlu* Elephanta caves. 

Government take this opjiortunity of expressing their appreciation of the 
enthusiasm that the District Engineer, Aurangabad (Mr. Hasan Latif), and the 
District Ivngineer, Gulbarga (Mr. Oates), have evinced in carrying out the work 
(.)f conservation of the monuments of (from an Archmological jioint of view) 
the two richest districts in the State. 

(3) Excavation . — So far the Superintendent has wisely directed all his efforts 
to the extension of the principal work of the Department, viz., conservation, 
and for many years that must continue to occupy his chief attention. Hut 
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when it is once well in hand some carefully planned excavations esjavially in 
Patancheru, Paithan and such like places will have to be undertaken. As a 
matter of fact, since writing his report Mr. Yazdaui has made a modest start in 
this direction by opening a few scp\ilchral cairns near the Kapra villaj^e at tlie 
foot of Mania ‘All Hill, Hyderabad, to which attention was drawn in the course 
of Sir John Marshall’s visit by Dr. Hunt. vSimilar ])rehistoric stone circles were 
noticed in a report of a few years aj<o at vSinRapur, near Karimnajfar, but in 
reality many more are to be found, all on the ICastern side of the Deccan. Dr. 
Hunt and Mr. Yazdani are at ])resent engaged in a detailed study of these gra\cs 
and .some valuable pa])ers from them on the subject may be looked forward to 
in the Journal of the Hyderabad Arehieological Society. 

(-t) Efyi'^raphy . — The discoveries of the new .Vsokan edict at .Mask! and the 
Chalukyan inscriptions at Kollipaka, the former by Mr. C. Beadon and the l.ittei 
by Mr. T. vStrinivas, Honorary .A.ssistant to the SujHTintendeiit of .\rch;eolog\ , 
are matters of some motnent. The Maski edict has been edited by Mr. 11 K.. 
Sastri and published by His Highne.ss’ ('.overnment witli Re.solution No. 51 
Misc., dated the .jth December, 1015, as No. i of the liydi*ral>ad .\rch;eological 
Scries; the Kollipak;i insciiiitions art> being edited by the discoxa-ier Se\ent\' 
new inscriptions of Deccan Kings have been cojiied and will be ))ublislied in tlie 
l)ages of the Epigraphia I ndo-M oslcmica ^ of which .Mr. Yazdani has betai a])poin- 
ted editor iti succession to Dr. Horovitz. 

(5) N mnismatics.—TXiQ Superintendent points out that it is desirable that 
he should be kei)t informed of finds of treasure trove in the Dominions and be 
given the option of acquiring the coins. This is a matter which has been settled 
since the Rei)ort was written and tlu‘ Director Deneral of Revenue, to wliom, 
under the law, reports regarding treasure trove are sul)mitled, has issued a 
circular {vide No. 186, dated T3th Farwardin, r 525 h'.) instructing District Olficers 
to bring all finds in the first place to the notice of the Superintendent of .Archao- 
logy sf) that he may decide whether any of them are re(juired for arclueological 
puri)oses. Government have also sanctioned the Superintendent’s ])roposal to 
have the cabinets of the Mint and the Central Treasury transferred to the 
Arclueological Department; they will form, it is ho])ed, the nucleus of a valu.able 
collection of Deccan coins. 

(6) Musckdi. His Highness has been graciously ])leased to command that a 
portion of the Mahbubia Town Hall be reserved for an economic, industrial .md 
arclueological mu.scum. The absence of an institution of such great educational 
value for the public of Hyderabad had long been felt. It is hoi)ed that at any 
rate a modest beginning will soon be made. One of the special features of this 
museum will be to exhibit the arclueological remains and the arts and crafts of 
the State in such a way as not only to illustrate their gradual develojmient and 
local distribution ; but also by placing side by .side .specimens of the best art with 
those of the worst to attem])t to indicate to the workmen of the pre.sent day 
what they should try to adopt or avoid. 

(7) Hyderabad Archceological Society. ■ This Society owes its existence entirely 
to the interest of its first President, the late Honourable Sir Alexander Pinhe>- 
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('.overnment anticipate that it will he a valuable auxiliary to the Archieological 
Department by enlisting the activities of a wider circle and cultivating public 
taste in matters of art and history. 

(8) Expenditure. — The expenditure on conservation, details of which are 
given in Appendix D, amounted to H.S. Rs. 1,830 in 1323 F. and to H.S. 
Rs. 19,361 in 1324 F. The expenditure on salaries, travelling allowances, contin- 
gencies and .supplies {Appendix C) amounted to H.vS. Rs. 10,207 in 1323 F. and 
lI.vS Rs. 16,069 in 1324 1'. Thus the total expenditure of the Department 
(luring the period under reiwrt amounted to H.vS. Rs. 47,469 or B.tl. Rs. 40,687. 

(9) Tours. — Out of a total of 553 working days, the Su])erintendent spent 
181 (lays on tour. This is a fair average, considering the fact that in the early 
(lays of the Department he had necessarily to remain at headrjuarters. 

(10) Photographs , etc. — Appendix I*' contains a list of the photographs taken 
by the Department. It was intended that copies of these photographs .should be 
supplied gratis to the vState Library and the Library of the Nizam College, but 
the Superintendent reports that this could not be done owing to laek of funds. 
Many of these photographs are of educational value and have been made avail- 
able to the public at cost price, viz , annas six for half i)lates and annas eight 
for full plates. Applications for copies should be made to the vSuperinteiident of 
Arclueology. 

A novel and decidedly useful feature of the Report is the arrangemeni of 
the illustrations, which are grouped in ten plates to rcpre.sent in chronological 
order particular styles of which the illustrations stand as types. In this way 
the early and late Chaitya styles, Deccan temples, Deccan Mosques of the yutb 
vShahi style, Deccan Minarets and Moslem .Architecture of the Deccan have been 
represented. 

(11) Conclusion. — Government have perused with great interest Air. Yazdani’s 
report, which is a lucid statement of the work of a new but judiciously adminis- 
tered department, and they recognize that he has, by his energy, knowledge and 
enthusiasm entirely justified his selection as its first vSuperintendent.

the al)lc ])en ol' Nawab .Saved Husain bil^ranii, a work showin,^ much careful 
rcscarcli and industry. The other — the Aimatf^iiihdd <u(ZcUect'- a joint coni- 
])ilation by sevcr;d writers, and sets the model for j'azettcers of other districts 
ill tlic Hominions which, unfortunately, have not been compiled. In l(S()4-95 
.Mr. 11 . Cou.sens was placed on deputation by the (iovernmont of India to compile 
a list of Hie antiquarian remains in His Highness’ Dominions. The list, which 
was published five years after tlie visit of Mr. Cousens to Hyderabad, is not 
conqilcle, nor is il (juite reliable; but this is due to the fact that Mr. Cou.sens 
had to rely to a great extent on seiond-hand information, not being able to visit 
many of tlie remains himself. 

I was relieved of my duties at the Rajshahi College on the 1st .Vjiril, i()i | 
(jSth Urdi-bihisht , 2 ] lb), and after staying for a few days at Simla to discuss the 
nature of m>’ duties in tlu- .State with the Director (jeneral of Arclneology in India, 
I arrived at Hyderabad and reported myself to the Hon’ble'thc Resident on 
tlu' jtith A])ril, r()i.4 (2isl Rhwunlad, 2.; lb). He advised me to .see the Secretary 
loll. 11. the Nizam’s Cio\(.‘rnment, Judicial, Police and (General Departments, 
under whom the Arclueological Department was to be placed, and I waited on 
him on the following day -27lh .\pril, 1914 (22nd Khwurdad, 23 Ib). On the 
27th June, 1915 (22nd .\imirdad, 2.5 ib) His Highness’ ('lovernment in the Judicial. 
Police and Oeneral Departments i.ssued a resolution (vide Appendix A) regarding 
the creation of an .\rclucological Department, and the ap])ointment of a Su])erin- 
tendeiit of Arclueology in the .State, and defined therein the nature of my duties, 
and the procedure which was to be ado])ted for the effective jicrfornuince of them. 

After my arrival at Hyderabad I was occupied for some time iu organising 
my office and obtaining neces.sary grants for the various reipiisites of the newly 
created dei)artmcnt. I may here note that Oovernment offered great facilities 
to me in this matter, and all that I i)roposcd rcgardin,g the salaries of my 
establishment or initial giants for different purposes was readily .sanctioned. 
The services of Mr. ‘ Atau-r-Rahmau, who was working in the English Pranch of 
the Judicial Secretariat, were secured for the po.st of clerk of my otfice, and 
•Mr. .M. Ib I'ranswah, formerly a typist in the Nizam’s College, was appointed 
as photogra{)her. I am glad to state that both of them have discharged their 
duties most diligently and carefully, and have never grudged time for any work 
entrusted to them even Iieyond ofhee hours or in holidays. In view of the 
gradual increa.se of the work of the Dejiartment since its creation it was 
propo.sed when the budget for I()i5-1(.) (1325 I'.) was under consideration that 
proxision might be made for the posts of assistant clerk and assistant photog- 
rapher. but the I'iuance Dc])artmeut has deferred the question of considering 
any addition to tlu' expenditure on the Department until the end of the 
War. {\dde Finance Department letter No. 4,065, dated the 8th August, 1915, 
to the fsecretary to (lovernment. Judicial, Police and (leueral (Arclneological) 

1 tepartments.) 

( 3 n i()th July, Kji.f (loth .Sluihriwar, 23 F.) Mr. Sultan ‘Ali P'aruqi was 
ajipointeil to the po.st of draughtsman. He is a (juiet young man, and has 
fulfdlcd his duties satisfactorily.

I submitted to ()overnment a ])r()j4ramme of my i)ro])osed tour whicli included all 
the ])laces where conscavation work of an imj)ortan1 nature was in j)royress or 
was absolutely needed. 1 )urin,y tlu‘ jx riod under re])ort this ])ro,mamnu- has been 
lars^ely carried out, and out (tf a total of 55 ; workinj^ days (inclnsixc of holidays) 
r<ST ha\’e been s])ent in cam]> hetails of m\’ diary are i;i\c'n in Appendix It.

'I'he build 
inj; had fallen into a sad state- of disrepair, but it is now bi-inj^ e-arefnlly looked 
after. My su, ingestions rc-garding the repairs to the building — the- roof had begun 
to leak and the protection of tlu- (-nanu-ls have- be-e-n a])])ro\’e-d by ( '»o\’e-rnnie-nt , 
and the e'onservation work is now in progress. I )nring the- ye-ars under re-i)ort a 
sum of Rs. ^,570-.(-i has bee-n spent on repairs. 

(2) Dct'iil Mosque III llod/tiiu {X r.uiiiu/nul). Podhan, as its mins show, must 
have been a flourishing town in the- pre‘-Muhammadan ]»eriod. It is surrouneled by 
a high wall built eif huge blocks ol dressed stone, some- of w'hich are 20' /(>' / ()' or 
more in dimensions, with four gateways facing the e-ardinal ])oints. The- town is 
strewn with images and .scnli)tures of the lUidelhist and Hindu (both \’aishnavite- 
and vSivaite-) reli,gion.s, which se-e-m to have pie-vaile-d here- at dirfere-nt times. A 
colossal ligurc of Ihiddha , about Oft. in height, broke-n in two pie-e-es, is Iving in 
different parts of the town. As the image is being wotshi])])ed by the local pe-ople- 
it, has not been thought advisable to re-move it .After the e-stablishnu-nt of tlie- 
proi)o.sed museum at llydercdrad arran,gements may be made through the- Reve-nue 
Department to acepiire this image, because- as a matter eef f;te-t, the- Ilinelu pe-e)])le- 
e)f the ])lacc ha\ e lU) rights eeve-r a Rueldha image. 

The great me)sepie pe)pidarl\- kne)wn as the Musjid was eniginally

(,'arvings (PI. VP;). The Muhammadans alter their oceupatioii of the town 
eonverted the tem|)le into a mos(jue, hut they made no change in the structure 
exce])t by tilling uj) the openings facing the west with rubble, erecting a small 
pul])it, and ])lacing small brick-domes over the roof to give the structure a Muslim 
apoearance. There are some loose inscri])tion slabs in the hall which prove 
that the building was erected (or rather converted into a mos(jue) by Muham- 
mad bin Tughhuj (a.d. r ;25-5i). The com])letc restoration of the mosque 
is out of the ({uestion as it is in an advanced stage of decay ; .therefore only 
minor measures, such as the eradication of vegetation, tilling up cracks and 
crevices of the roof with cement concrete, and exclirsion ol water from the walls, 
have been proposed My suggestions regarding the repairs to the building 
have been approved by ('lOvernment and the Public Works Department have 
been aski'd to frame an estimate bast'd on tluese suggestions. 

The building is not mentioned in Mr. II. Couseiis’ Lisl. 

( ’,) A rui’cs. "Although through the interest and care ol Nawab 

Mukhtar-ul-Mulk these eaves were excavated and cleaned in the early seventies, 
probably when Mr. Ihirgess surveyed them, yet the lack of oflicial interest lor 
half a century let them fall again into a sad state of ruin and disre])air. When 
1 visited the caves in November, it) 14. I found great difficidty in a])proaching 
them, because the accumulation of silt and growth of rank vegetation had made 
access to them dangerous and practically im])ossible. (Government were kind 
enough to take immediate action on my notes, and all the caves have now 
been thoroughly cleaned. I'ootpaths have been cut into the rock to make access 
ea.sy and the kdchchd road from the Hibi ka Mac^bara to the fool of the hill 
wherein the caves are situated has been thoroughly repaired. Architectural 
rcirairs of an important nature have been posti)oned till the pro])oscd visit of the 
Director (General of .Vrclneology iti the next cold weather. 

(4) lillord ('dves.- A sum of Rs. 10,513-72-10 has been spent in the years 
under report on re])airs to the caves which have been exi'cuted in conformity to 
the instructions contained in the ('onscnuifioii No/cs by the Arclueological Suirer- 
intendent of the Western Circle, who had in.s])ectcd the caves some years ago. 
The main item of repair has been to build a low wall on I0]) of the Kaila.sa to 
stop the How of rain water into the cav'c, which accumulated there because it 
had no exit. .\ drain has also been cut in the courtyard of the tenqrle to drain 
out water, and ])illars have been re])aired in .sewral excavations. As the result 
of my insjrection I have suggested further mea.sures for the conservation of the 
caves, and these include the re-erection of the fallen monolithic ])illar in the 
India Sabha. The Director (General of Arclueology has kindly promised to vi.sit 
the caves in the next cold weather and to propose measurts to overhaul them 
completely and thoroughly. 

In June, 1915 (.\murdad, 1324) Mr. Ha.san bat if, Executive Ivngincer, 
Aurangabad, who has shown great enthusiasm in tlu* ])rotcction of the monuments 
of his district, brought to the notice of the Department the existence of some 
old paintings in the (Ganesa Lena, a series of minor caves at hUlora. These paint- 
ings, though noticed by Mr. Janies burgess in his (luiiic to Ellord, have not been 



described either by liini or by :ni\’ other scholar. .Mr. Hasan batif has also invited 
the attention of the l)e])aitment to several new ea\es which, though of a minor 
character, were absolntely unknown uj) to now. It is intraided to di'seiibe these 
discov'cries in the form of a short monogra])h illustrated by plans, measurenuaits 
and drawings, and photographs of the senl])tures and the paintings, 

(5) Ajaijtti ('ui'i's. — For some years past it lias Ixa-n the opinion of .some 
antiquaries that the .\janta freseoi-s are deteriorating ra])idl\’, and that unless 
they are removed or covered with glass, they will jierish eoinpli'tely within a 
short time. His Highiu'ss’ (Tovernment wc-ri‘, therefori-, in ('orrespondiaiee with 
the 1 tirector General of Archieology on the subject, and vSir John .Marshall had 
decided to visit the eaves in ('onijiany with M. (ioloubelT f<»r tlu- ])urpose of 
examining the frescoes carefully and deciding what nuMsures would bi- most suit- 
able for their ('onservatiou. The Director (icneral arrivi'd at Ajanta on the I2th 
February, 1915; but not accompanied by M. Goloubeff as the latter had post 
])oned coming out to Indi.i owing to the war. ( )n this occasion .Mr. A. Hvdiiri, 
vSecretary to (rovernment, Giaieral (,\reha'ologieal) Department, whose c-nthu- 
siasm and interest in Arelueology is ol ver\’ great benclit to the newly erc-ated 
De])artment, also visited .\jauta, and he brought w'ith him M .\xel Jaii, a 
Dani.sh artist of considerable repute. M. Jarl’s views regarding the ait of the 
.Vjanta frescoc's are full of interest, and his note's on the snbjee't are be'ing pub- 
lished t\’ith this report (vide Appendix H) for the information of the' geiu'ial imblic. 
According to .M. fail the te'ediniepie of some of the' larger figure's of .\janla bears 
a striking resemblance' to the jiroeluetions of Mie'hael Angelo, while some of the' 
female figures may fairly be style'd the ‘sisters’ of the Piniidvcni of Itottie'e'lli. 

The jiaintiugs were carefully examiiU'd and tet detee't what de'te'iioration Iiad 
taken place* in the' e-ourse of the last forty ye'ars, the originals w'ere* e'om])are*d 
with the* e-opies in (biflith’s book on . Vjanta. It is vere- satisfae'tor\’ to note that 
the frescoes have suffi'ied very little' during this ])e'riod ; indeeel, if the\' are* 
careTully edged rouiiel and strengthened w'ith a suitable cement they may last 
for several centuries lueire. The frescoes will reepiire expert handling. The first 
.step is to make full enquiries regarding the most suitable kind of cement to be 
used; the second, to train two or three mechanics for the work. The Director 
General of Arclueology has kindly taken both matters in hand, and he is 
in correspondence with .several experts in bairopi*, on matters rc'lating to the 
frescoes. 

At the instance of the Director (General of .Arclueology notes regarding the 
architectural rejiairs to the caves were taken down by 1111*, and liavi* since been 
revised by the Director ('»eneral. 'I'lu'y have been approvt'd by His Highness’ 
Government. Rs. 50,000 will probably be the ma.ximum sum recpiired ior tlu* 
repairs to the caves, and if this cxpi'iiditure is divided t»ver fivr- \ ('ars it will be 
convenient lor (hiv'crnment to make provision for the work regularly year by year 

(b) Pitiilkhnyd diid (ihdlotkdt h (laves. These monuments were* visited by 
me on the 14th November, 1914 (loth Dai, 24 F.) and iJSth b'chruary, 1915 (ibth 
harwardin, 24 h.) respectively. The jirincipal cave at Ghatotkach, which is a 
vilidt'd, is nr)W filled with silt up to its ''iitrance, and one must crawl to get into 
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tlu' cave. .'\(k“(nmt(' measures regarding the conservation of this cave as well as 
others of the series liave been proposed to ('lovermneiit , and estimates based 
thereon are being prepared by the Public' Works Department. The Pitalkhora 
group was iiispeeted by the .Assistant Su])erintendent of Arclueological Survey, 
Western Circle, on the J2nd Oetol)er TQI p, (previons to the creation of the .Xichmo- 
logical l)e])artment in Hyderabad) and his notes on the conservation of the 
cavc's have' been ado])tcd by ('lovernment witli slight niodirications which were 
kindly suggestc'd by the Director (leneral of Arc'hmology in India. 

(7) Muhammadan I'omhs af l^uldahad . — The pictures(|ue town of Rau/.a or 
IHiuldabad abounds in the tombs of Muhammadan saints and kings, and sc'veral 
of them are (piite important both froe.i an architectural and an historical point of 
view. I have therefore recomnu'nded measures for the ('onservation of the 
following of them 

(I) Tomb of the Poet Hasan of Delhi. 

(II) Tomb of Malik ‘Ambar and Siddi Karimah. 

(III) d'ornb of .\hmad Nizam vShah and Purhaii Nizam vShah. 

(IV) (larden of Pani P>egam. 

(V) Oarden of THian Jalian. 

I have also suggested measures to improve the sonu'what mean surroundings 
of the graves of the l')ni])eror .\urangzeb and of his unhappy victim King Abul 
Hasan Tana Shah. In the ca.se of the grave of the former, I ha\’e suggested that 
the marble lattice to the Wc'st , which now has woockm i)atches, should be fully 
restored, and the modern wooden c-nclosure to the East and North rc'placed by a 
marble screen similar in design to the one which surrounds the grave of Mu'azz.am 
Shah in the same compound. .As rc'gards the grave of ,\bul Hasan, I have 
suggested that a marble balustrade about 2 ft. high ma>’ be fixed round the 
grave to distinguish it from others in the .same' vicinity, and the enclosed area 
may be paved with marble. The original gra\e cd' brick and lime should not lx 
disturbed. 

As only a fc'w of the tombs of iHiuldabad posse.ss inscii])tions, I have 
proposed that luxit marble slabs recording the date of birth and death of tlu' 
occupant might be set U]) at suitable places on the tombs. 

(S) Daulatahad Fort . — The buildings inside the P'ort , excei)t a few which have 
rc'ceiitly bi'cn repaired, are embosonu'd in a thick growth of custard-a])ple trees 
and rank \’egetation. I have, therefore, pro])osed as the first ste]) towards u])- 
keep that all the buildings, including the bastions and ramparts, should be cleared 
of jungle. When that is accomplished suitable measures will Ix' suggested regard- 
ing theii repairs, etc. In the Fort, besides the famous Chand Minar, which is 
an uni(pie monument of its kind in India, .showing marked Persian influence in 
its architecture (PI. IX/d, the Jami' .Masjid and Chini Mahall are also worthy of 
notice, the former on account of its architectural importance, being one of the 
earliest mosciues in the Deccan, and the latter owing to its hi.storical as.socia- 
tions, as the j)rison-house of the last yutb vShahi king, Abul Hasan Tana vShah. 
The jami* Masjid, as its style shows, was originally a Hindu temple. In A.D. 



when Onthu-d-din M\d)arak v^hah defeated Ilarpal l>vo, llu* last ntUa of ilu 
Vadava dynasty, he converted Ilu‘ temple into a moscpie 

In the year 13 J 4 1'. (A.D. I()i.pi 5 ) a snin of Rs, i ,()<)()-o-j i has hcen s]K'nl in 
clearing the jungle in the I'ort . and the work is still in progress. 

(()) .hiu't/ I'nup/c. Anwa is a small \’illagv in the Sai f-i-Kliass /ago ol tlu’ 
vSillam; Taluqa, situated at a distance of N miles south of Ajanta, and |() mihs 
north-east of Aurangabiid. The temple there is a magiiitKcnt huilding, excpii 
sitely carved, and most cleverly designed According to h'nrgusson tlu-ie am 
few structures in this ])art of the country mom pleasing than this little timiph' " 
The huilding consists of a small s<iuare sanctuary, an antechamher and an open 
pillared m<iiu/n f>(i . Tlu- tem])le has an unusually high ]>linth, and i'- wi'll light^'d 
The chief interest of the huilding lies in its «.‘X(piisitel\ carxed i)illais, which 
su])port a domical roof designed on the horizontal pnnci])le. The dooi of the 
shrine is also elahorately carved. The temple is similar in style to those at W'ai 
angal and Hanamkonda, and although it lu'ars no inseription , \ et hy its architc-e 
ture it may safely he assigned to the igth eimtury, when the Northern Iteccan 
style was in its fidl vigour (PI. IVrO- 

The linti'ls of several openings of the hall are hiokeii, an injury most com 
monly occurring to huildings constructed on the pillar and lintel stx le. 1 ha\ e 
rec'ommended the use of steel joists, as heing less ohtrusixc' to the eyc' than a 
mnnher of square obelisks. Measures have* also been ])ro|)osc‘d for the othei 
necessary repairs, and it has been suggested to rc'set the detached figure- ol the 
sacred bull (Nandi) in its original place in the nuiiuidfui. 

( 10 ) Dlutyasimha f.'cn'c’.s. —These excavations have been used lor some time 
])asl as dwellings by the pnjdyis of the neighbouring modern Saiva teiiqile, ;unl 
the accumulation of rubbish, lamp soot, etc., has given them rather a misei- 
able appearance. The caves belonged to those who piofessed the Jaiiia faith, 
and the brahmans as a matter of fact have no right to jirofane them lor a 
mundane ol)jc‘ct . The matter has been brought to the notice of ('loverimient , 
and the Revenue l)e])artment has been asked to oust the pitjiiiis from the 
caves. 

1 have submitted to Government my notes on the conservation of the caves, 
and the Public Works Department has been asked to jirepare estimates based on 
my suggestions. 

(11) N(i/du>'i^ I'oyl The early history of the h'ort is based on tradition 
only. It is supposed to have been built l)y a Raja who was a vassal ol 
the Chalukya kings of Kalyana. The elephant-tusk shai)ed brackets, and the 
pillar and lintel style of the doors, bear anqile testimony to the Hindu 
origin of the h'ort. After the advent of the Muhammadans in the Deccan, 
the Fort fell into the hands of the Bahmanis of (iulbargah who made exteii 
sive additions to its fortifications When the Bahmani kingdom graduallx- 
u'aned, the ‘Adil Shahi kings of Bijai)ur occu])ied it, and its |)osition on the 
l)order between their territory and that of Nizaim vShahi of Ahmadnagar made 
it for a long time a bone of contention betwewn them. Naldurg was one 
of the districts which were ceded to the British (iovci mmnt by 11 II. the 
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Ni/.ani under the treaty of i<S5 hut it was restored in T-Sho together witli the 
Raiclinr Do ih. 

The most important huildinj^ of tlie i''ort is tlie water datn built on the river 
I'ori by II)rahim 'Adil Shah in A.i>. it)i4. Previous writers have attril)uted it to 
‘Ali ‘ Adil Shrdi, l)ut the date contained in the inscription does not support this 
vic‘W. It was desij^ned l)y a Persian architect, Mir Muhammad ‘Imadain, and is 
a line exam])le of the old etif^ineering. The dam as well as the jde isure house, 
Pani-ka-Mahall, which is built in the middle of it, are in need of rejKiirs and I 
have i)ro])oscd measures for their eouservation. 

(li) (iid/xii'i^dh Moiiiiiiiciils . — Thanks to the systematic cam{)aign of repair 
carried out during the last few years at. (Inlb irgah the monuments of the jdace 
are in a fairly good state of preservation. Mr. P. Mnnn, the Stale (Geologist, 
has shown great interest in some features of the Pahmani architecture of 
tiulbargah and h'iro/.ab id , and, as his notes on this subject will not be without 
intere.st to the students of Indian architecturt', I venture to ])ublish them in this 
rr'port {vide Appendi.x j ). They are contained in a letter addres'^ed to Mr. .\. 
Ilydari. 1 may note here, that the “domical roofs outwardly in the f<irm of a 
square pyramid ’’ are not a special feature of the Pahmani style , they are often 
met with in the early Pathan buildings at Dt'lhi, etc 

In the Fort to the south-east of the Jami' Masjid at a distance of about a 
furlong from it, I was fortunate enough to discover a llindti temple which lay 
buried under one of the fortification walls. It is bnilt of highly polished black 
basalt and has very line carvings. The temple is a])parently anterior to the 
Muhammadan comiuest of the Fort, and as such will douljtless be of much 
interest, when fully excavated and exposed. I have submitted proposals regard- 
ing its conservation to ('lovernment, and the Public Works Department have* 
already taken the excavation, etc., of the temple in hand. 

In the town of (lulbargah, besides the great Fort M;isjid, two other mosques 
are worthy of notice. One of them is styled the Jshahbazar Mosque, and is said to 
have been constructed by Mahmud (lawan in a.ji. 851 (a.d. 1447) -being eighty 
years later in date than its rival in the h'ort. The roof of the former is very 
much in the style of the latter -being divided into ninety domes supported on 
square pillars. The courtyard of the Slulhbazar mosque is open and not covered 
like that of the I'ort Masjid which is a unique example. 

The other mosque to which I refer is styled the hangar Masjid and is situ- 
ated at a distance of about three miles to the north-ea.st of the town. The chief 
interest of the building lies in its roof which in its form ;uul decoration resembles 
very much the roof of a Puddhist Cluntyn of a later type, being almost barrel- 
shaped and adorned with courses of brick-work arranged in the form of stone 
rafters I have submitted to (lovernment my notes on the con.servation of the 
vShahl)azar Masjid as well as the hangar Mosque. 

Another matter to which 1 have drawn the attention of (lovernment in 
connection with the antiquities of (lulbargah is the proper location of the in- 
scription slabs, which are in the Ptd)lic Oardens there. The (lulbargah I)i.strict 
authorities have been \ery thoughtful in collecting the stray sculptures and 



epigraphs of the district, and arranging them in front of the Local I'nnd Ollici'. 
L'nfortunately the antiquities have been left in an oi^en spai-e, ami several 
inscriptions hav'e already weathered considerably It would la* a great j)ity 
to allow these sculptures and inscrijqions to be further obliterated by climatic 
elTects. Would it not be possible for the (lulbargah pioplc oHieial as well as 
unofficial — to find out a suitable home for them which mav form tla- nucleus of 
a future museum in (»ulbargah ? 

At Seram, in the district of (lulbargah, there are several Hindu temples more 
or less in a dila])idate;l condition One of them styled the Ptincii l.iit is 
comparatively in a better condition th in the others, and 1 have recomui 'iuled to 
Government that it should bi' conserved. The temple is built in the l)cccan style 
of the i,)th or l.|th century, and possesses lu'autiful scul|)t un-s and carvings. 

(I t) UtiUii and Knkkanur I — Government ha\'e exercised much care 

in the iireservation of these noble monuments which havi- been so highly 
(iraised by b'urgussou and other authorities. In Se])tember, lot's (Mihr lo) 
.Mr. .\. H. bonghurst, Architectural Lxpert to the Go\’crnnu‘n1 of Madras, was 
specially invited to examine the tenqiles, and to make snggi'stions regarding 
their con.servation. He has since proposi'd detailed measures for re])airs to the 
temples, and Government have been jileased to allot a sum of Rs. 5,000 for the 
works. They have also sanctioned the aiipointment of a s])ecial Overseer on 
Rs. 150-200 who will watch the work during its jirogress. A general \dew of the 
Ittagi temple, and details of some of its ])illars au- given in Plates IV V. 'I'he 
chief item of rejiair as regards this temple is to ri jiack some bulged walls, which 
are considerably out of ])lunib. 

(14) Anaf>oniii, Trmp/es. -The ancient and historical town of Anagondi, 
which has been identified by some scholars with the Kong-kien naqni-lo (Konka- 
napura) of Hiuen Thsang, is in a state of complete ruin now, and one is struck 
with a , scn.se of remorse by its jire.sent de.solation and iusignil'icance. Here and 
there the remains of the magnilicent buildings of the Vijayanagar dynasty are 
.still traceable, and in the jiillars of the ( )ncha Ap])a Mattha, and the screen and 
sculptures of the Ganesa temple, we possess fine sjiccimens of them. The above 
])illars are of jet black basalt and are so deejily carved that the sculptures 
appear in relief on the surface of the jiillars. They are similar in design and 
workmanship to the pillars in the Huvinahadgalli Tenqilc* in the Pellary District. 
As Anagondi does not possess any ejuarry of basalt, the jiillars there must 
have been inqiorted from some distance The four basalt pillars of the 
Hazara Rama Temple at Hampi also seem to have been brought from outside, 
for they arc not in keejiing with the other carvings of the building, and further 
they are iiicomjilete and have jiatches of granite for their cajiilals. The* c-eiling 
of the Oncha Appa Mattha has also some jiaintings which consist of devices still 
in vogue in Rajputana and Northern India. In one panel there is a figure of Siva 
with a long beard riding on live female acrobats who have joined themselves in 
the form ol an elephant. In another jianel the same deity is liding on a grou]) of 
five women who have united themselves together in the form c)f a horse. Theie 
is also a palki formed of women in the same style. 'I'he outlines ot these ligures 
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b\ca\ation. 


.lu- wi-.ik ;iii(l S(iuat, and tlu* i-ohuirs arc insipid. Tliev i)r()l)a))!y heloiip; to the 
I7tli century and liavc iio relation to tlie Ajanta school. 

(15) ! I (Duimkoniid and lV<ir,nii^iil TempU's . — The famous one thousand ])il- 
laied teiiiph' of Ilanainkonda has recently been repaired ; hut some of its walls 
aia* still sadl>' out of the ))luml). The interior of the outer hall also recpiires 
exeaxatiou and levelliut;. .\dequalc- measures on these points have been pro- 
|)osed to ( iovei iiinent , and with a \ iew to j^ive the monument a good sett iiij^ it 
lias been suggc'sted that the uneven land lying around the temi)le should be 
le\'elle(l and turfed, l-'or this pui'iiose the a])poiutment of two nialis has also 
been recommended, whose duty besides watering the gra.ss will be to keej) the 
building clean and t idy. 

The walls and ramparts of the Waraugal h'ort aie covered with a thick 
growth of rank vegetation, which has torn tlu' masonry in several ])laces. In 
entting the .jungle it must be borne in mind that it should I)e so completely 
destroyed as not to sprout again. The roots of small plants and shrubs may 
vei'N’ easily be taken out without doing any damage to the mason r\ . In the case 
of trees they must lirst be caiadully ft'lled, so as not to do any harm to the struc- 
ture on which they are growing, and when that is done, holes should be bored in 
their root and poi.son ( Idtaning’s vSerub l{radicator) inserted therein .several times 
till it has become certain that the trees have become absolutely dead and will 
not grow again. 'I'his is rather a troublesome process, but in the long run 
it is worth the troulile. 

The site of the great tem])h‘ which (.)nci- stood at the centre of the h'ort is 
now marked b\- a large mound littered ov’er with carved stones and images. I 
intend to open this mound as .soon as I have a .suitable op})ortunity of doing so. 
1 anticipate that e.xcavation will not only disclose the ])lan of the building b\it 
al.so a number of auti(piitie,s. The I'ort has a vast array of minor antirpiities 
such as images, .scrolls ins(aiption slabs, etc., which are lying loose at different 
places in a ueglec-ted condition. With a view to house them safely it has been 
pro])osed to turn the Darbar Hall of vShitab IHiaii into a museum, and to put 
a light loof of brick and lime on it. 

(i()) M us/ilrdluid Mosqiir. —'I'his beautiful building is situated in the 
suburbs of llyderal)a<l and is a typical yiitl) Shahi mo.sque adorned with a lavish 
use of cut-plaster work. Its leaning iiiiiuir, which had an iron core and through 
weight became bent at rather an unusual angle on one side, was long an object 
of curiosity to the sight-seers of Hyderabad. .\ coui)le of >'ears ago the leaning 
to]) stor\' of the minaret fell down, and, as to conserve it in that condition would 
ha\e (Uq)rived the l)uilding of much of its charm, it has been restored. In the 
years under re])ort a sum of Rs. 2,302-7-0 has l)een s])ent on the conservation of 
the building, and the work is .still in progress. Two photographs of the monu- 
ment are juiblislied in this report (Plate VI). 

Nothing could be done in the period umh'r rei)ort in this direction , but as 
soon as the conservation work of an important nature, which is now occupying 
the w'hole of my time, is finished, I shall pay tine attention to this interesting 
branch of research. His Highness’ Dominions are exceptionally fortunate in 
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buried treasures of aiieieul art and civilization , aud the old histoiic towns of Tei , 
PailliHii, etc., offer a teinptinjj; held for arclueolo8;ical cxi)loration. Not less 
interesting are the iire-liistoric rcanains of the Dominions, which exist in large 
numbers, and are scattered all over the State. In the ])resent state of our im- 
])erfect knowledge nf these aiilitjuities, it is highly desirable that they should be 
scientifically investigated and systematically studied, and if this is done, I am 
sure that the results will go a long way to im]irove our knowledge of the cus- 
toms, beliefs and civilization of tlu* anc'ient. inhabitants of this land. 

In the domain of lv))igiai)hieal research the years under report have been 
specially memorable. The discovery of a new Asokan edict at Maski and of the 
Chalukyan inscriptions at Kolliptika has excited the interest of students of 
Indian lore* all over the world. The credit of discovering the former is due to 
Mr. C I’eadon, a Mining h'.ngineer, who had been pros])ecting for gold in the Rai- 
chur district. That of the tracing and the identification of the historic town ol 
Kollipaka re.sts entirely with Mr. Strinivas, an Honorary l‘',])igra])hist attached 
to my office, whose zeal and untiring energy in this matter is highly commend- 
able. Mr. vStrinivas has copied abfiut 15 long inscri])tions in Kollijiaka, and as 
he is the discoverer of them (Government has been pleased to ])ermit him to edit 
the inscriptions by himself or in conjunction with some scholar whose advice 
on the palaeography and history of this part of the country may be useful to 
him in successfully accomjilishing the task. It is worthy of note* here that the 
services of Mr. Strinivas to the Department are more or less a labour of love, 
because he is not charging anything to the State exce]>t travelling allowances 
when he is on tour. The editing of the Maski lulict has bi'cn entrusted to Kao 
.Sahib H. Krishna .Sastri through the advice of the Director (General of Arehas) 
logy in India, and the ])ublication will be soon i.ssued liy (Government in the form 
of a monograph 

I£(}ually important work has been achieved in the region of Muslim ICpi- 
gra|)hy, as no less than 70 new inscriptions of the Deccan kings have been copied 
at various places. 'file territories of the.se rulcTs ex])anded and contracted 
according to the fortunes of each individual monarch, and when history is silent 
as to the e.xaet geogra])hical limits of their dominions, these records, found in 
different forts, will help us materially in lixing the boundaries of tlu-ir king- 
doms. The (Government of India have been ])leased to a])point me ICditor of 
\\\Q E pigra huio-Mnslcmica, and the inscriptions of the Hyderabad .State will 
now form two or three special issues of the journal. 

The ])resent clauses of the .State Treasure Trove Act do not givi- tlie Su])er- 
intendent of .\rclueology an op])ortunity to know of the llnds accpiired by 
Government under the Act. It is desirable that as soon as a find is declared 
as acquired by Government, information of its character and nature should be 
.sent to the Superintendent of Arch:eology, and he be asked whether he requires 
the find for the purposes of his Dej)artment. In this way the Department will 
not only add to its collection, but will also be able to ixchange duplicates 
with foreign Governments. Similar arrangements obtain in liriti.sh India, 
and through the beneht of such legislation recently the .State Archa-ologieal 
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1 )e])iirtn)ent has recjucsted the United Froviiiees (jovernineiit to present it with 
a large number of their duplicate coins. 

It lias been proposed to Covernment to place the important cabinets of the 
Mint and the Central Treasury under the care of the Arclueological Department, 
and when these large eollections which consist of as many as 5,611 coins are pro- 
perly arranged and catalogued they will throw a volume of new light on the old 
currencies of the Deccan. It is intended to prepare an illustrated catalogue of 
these collections on the model of Mr. Whitehead’s Catalogue of the Lahore Museum. 

I may here add, parenthetically, that the Trustees of the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta, also have entrusted the task ot cataloguing the Muhammadan Deccan 
coins of their cabinet to me. 

It is a happy augury for the well-being and the devclo])ment of the .\rcha!o- 
logical Department that almost simultaneously with its establishment ('lovern- 
ment have decided to start a well-e(piip])ed Museum at !lydera 1 )ad. The pre- 
liminaries regarding the creation of this institution are already settled, and it is 
ho])ed that as soon as the War is over the Hyderabad Museum will become an 
accomplished fact. 

The creation of tlie Hyderabad .\rch;eological vSociotv is another matter oi 
special gratification to the Department, because such an institution, while on the 
one hand it will widen the activities of the Department, will on the other hand 
cultivate public opinion in matters relating to Art and History. The entire 
credit of founding the Society is due to the efforts of the Hon 'hie vSir Alexander 
Finhey, K.C.S.I., Resident in Hyderabad, whose interest in Indian archteology 
and history is well known.* 

The publications of the Department will appear in the following forms; — 

(i) Anniiiil Report. This will contain a brief account of the year’s work of 
the Department, with statements of ex])enditure, etc. 

{!) Moiio^iuiplis. .\11 important discoveries, and the results of original 
research, will be published as monographs, which will form a series, 
entitled the ‘ Hyderabad Arclueological Series.’ 

besides these publications the Superintendent of Arclueology may now 
and then contribute articles of general interest to the Journal of the Hyderabad 
Arclueological Society or to tlio.se of the other .societies abroad. In the latter 
case the Superintendent, before sending any contribution outside the State, 
will obtain the .sanction of (»ovcrnment in the matter. 

Three hundred and seventy-six volumes were acquired by the Department, 
of which 267 were received as presents and the rest were purchased. In this con-

( )iu- hundred and eis'lity-seven |)hotof^ra])hs were taken, and a eoinplete set 
of prints from them together with the imi)ressions of the V) negatives relative to 
the Bidar i)ictnres, whicli were prepared l)y Raja Deen l>ayal iV Sons, has been 
submitted to Government. W’itli a view of popularizing tlie study of Indian 
arclueology it was originally intended that sets of the^e photographs sliould be 
supplied gratis to the Xizam’s College and to the vState Library; but owing to 
the shortness of staff and funds it has not been found practicable to do so. Tlu' 
majority of the ])hotographs taken are of a high (juality, and several of them 
have been reproduced in this report to illustrate the ininci|)al architectural styles 
of the Deccan. A list of the negatives is given in A])pendix 1 '. 

In the period under review two large drawings, and a number of small 
sketches, plans, etc., such as wen- re<piired for the conservation notes, were 
pre])ared. The titles, etc., of the large drawings an* given in .\|)i)endix G.

1914) a sum of O.S. Rs. io,2o7-.p5 (B.G Rs S, 749-0-8) was 
spent on the maintenance of the Department, and in i/,2 | I', (a.d, I()i.pi5) the 
expenditure on this head amounted to O.S. Rs. i6,o8()-8 8 (B.G Rs. i ; ,77.5- 4-4). 
.\ detailed account of the expenditure is given in A])pendix C. 

I propose to devote the months of November and Deceiiiber (Dai and Baih- 
man) to the survey of the monuments in the Bidar and Warangal Districts 
January (Isfandar) will be spent in touring with the Director General of 
Archieology in the .Vurangabad District, and in such otlu'r places as he may 
visit. In February and March (h’arwardin and I ’rdi-bihisht) I intend to explore 
the pre-historic remains of the Dominions with the view of writing a mono 
graph on them. A ])art of the latter month will also be spent in writing the 
Annual Rejiort of the Detiartment. In April (Kliwurd id) I ])ropose to s])end a 
few days in the study of the monuments of the Raichur district, because that 
[lart of the Dominions has not been thoroughly explored by me. In atldition to 
this I may x'isit such other jilaces as the exigencies of th* Department ma>’ 
require.

ddk' water-paintings in tile rock-cav^es at Ajanta exhilnt the classical art of India. That is to 
say they represent the climax to which j4enuine Indian art has attained, and they show the way 
to be followed by Indian artists. 

They belong to different periods and represent threat varieties of styK* and diffeient tlei^rees 
ol artistic value. Hut in tluse notes only the best of them arc referred to, as they ate to be seen in 
sadly damaj^ed conditions, especially in caves Nos. t, j, i() and 17. 

I 

'rile colouts are deejter and often purer and the whole scale of colours is far richer than in 
other stucco paintings of similar dimensions (ICgyptian Pnnbs, Pompeyan houses, Italian churches 
liom the Middle ages, etc.). Ivven though the many centuries may have given the rock'Walls in 
.\jauta a harmonious veil ol patina, which they did not perhaps possess liftecn hundred years ago, 
the eombination of colours within the single groups, and in the individual ligurcs show that the 
painters were guidv'il by a highly developed sense in their blending of colours w'ith a view to the 
total impression to be [irodueed. 

II 

Tlu‘ composition of the wall paintings is expuisiti*. U is characteristic that the larger the 
liguics are in |)roportion to the surrounding space, the better is as a rule the whole composition. 
It seems that the best artists have preferred to use the large.st figures in their pictures. 

T'he picture tells its .story plainly in a manner which nobody can fail to understand. The eye 
is ilirected by the main lines of the composition towards the chief characters, which also attract 
our attention by their large size and by their carefully calculated position that has been given to 
them in the almost endle.ss number and variety of iigures. 

Wlieiiever superhuman beings, men, animals and plants are represented the three dimensions 
aie observed with realistically executed contractions, and with true ])erspective in regard to lines 
and planes. Hut buildings and grounds are done wnthout perspective, the walls being left un- 
btokmi .uid the ])lane remains undisturbed. 

Hut however schematic and conventional these rocks and houses, gateways, pavilions, etc., 
look to us, they are exeelleiitly fitted to serve the purpo.se of dividing one picture from another on 
the same wall, ol gu ing the setting of the picture, and of atfording rest to the eye in the multitude 
.iiid rush ol iigures.

The ji^ytn is marked l)y a sharp and clearly accentuated outline. The eonloui is so tine to 
nature and so well done, tliat coinhined with a ]H‘rfeetlv correct volume it i^ives even in cases ol 
the most diHieult eontractions a perl'eet inpues^ion ot sha])e -even when the surface is nearlv 
inonochroinatie with only a slight dee])eiuni; ol the et>loiirs ah)n>; tlu‘ ed^es. 

.Mthou^h no use is made ol lii^ht and sha<le, the (‘fleet of shape, sometimes even ol relict, is 
secured, and the plane is ])reser\aal as a niattt*r of principle. 

This techni(|ue whic'h reaches its climax in a Hoddhisattiva li>;ine (ol moie than lile si/e in 
cave Xo. i), hears a striking reseinlilanee to that of Michael .Vn^t‘Io. If t>ne placed a i»ood ])hoto* 
i^raph of this Huddha head hy the side of a photo>^ra])h of a figure fioin the Capella vSixtina one 
mij:^ht be inclined to think, if no attention were paid to the <lilfeient tvpes ol the li^nres. that thi*v 
were painted by the same inastei. 

A further aid in the inattt‘1 ot exjiiessiii^ foim the Ajaiita artists have lound in an extensive 
use of ornaments. Kiira^, necklaces, hiaua-lets, earrini^s, veils, ties, slinks, llower garlands, etc., are 
drawn with such skill, are laid around a neck, a linger, a breast in such a manner, that the whole 
surface takes its form from it. 

The folds of tlu‘ garmi'iits, as well as their borders, in all theii simjilicity are written with a 
remarkably suit' hand and with an astonishing knowledi^e of the lorm underneath. 

If the figures are moving such ornaments aie used to give an impression ol the speed. '1 here 
are Hying figures whose rapid inoxcmeiits are suggested most vividly, lot instance by th(‘ heavv 
])cndants swinging out almost hori/ontally. 

IV 

The figure-style is highly de\'elo])ed and testifies to a thoiough study ol the human body, 
Every stiffness, .symmetry or mere monotony has been overcome. The axis ol most ol the figure's 
changes .several times from head to f(?et without any a]>parent disturbance of the natural poise and 
lialanee. And one meets an unlimited fteedom in the choice ol postures and movements. Ivven 
those that are most improliable get appearance of life and rc-ality. .\ group of beings (in the 
vestibule of cave No. 17) are living on without wings -with movements so large and free 
and with a poise so graceful, that one has doubt that this is their natuial manner ol moving 

about. 

This |)erfecl freedom in the jrainter’s handling of the human body places .Xjanta one thousand 
years ahead of all other paintings that we know. There is no exhiliition ol tin* j)ainter’s know- 
ledge of .\natomy, nor is there -with a lew c'xceptions any offence against Anatomy. 'I'he Hindu 
racial type is simply concentrated and intensilie<l in this art : and thereby have been secured a 
giacefulness and an expressiveness in the re])resentation of the human body the ecjual ol whii'h it 
is hard to find anywhere. 

Idgures like those of “iTimavera” l>y llotticelli may be called the sisteis <>1 some ot the 
lemale figures in .\janta (in the cella (m the right in cave No.

Jiehind those masterpieces lies a great and tlnjrough study of ualurc, .Not only the individual 
painter’s indei)eiident efforts to master the form of nature but also an exjierience and a tiadition 
that have been cultivated patiently and industriously in an artistic school. .\nd what we find 
heie is not only great knowledge but also much ])ractice. Iwerything in these ])i(lures from the 
composition as a whole to the smallest ])earl or llower testifies to depth of insight cou])led with 
the greatest technical skill. That is what makes it ])ossible tor the artist to transcemi reality as 
he does so often to express what is the distinctive* aim of all oriental art, the soul, the spiritual 
side of the existence. He does not thereby violate the truth. 

However unnatural and artificial an eye, for instance, may ap])eai to the inexjierieneed 
obserwr, the connoisseur will discover with astonishment, that the anatomy ol the eye is so well 
understood and so well reproduced in the drawing, that these strange and peculiarly c urved lines 
cannot possilffy represent anything else in the world except just a human eye.

A piiiK'iplc* ))y wliicli all Western artists are j^uided is to study natiiie and to learn from the 
;mti(pie. Whal has been said above shows that the ancient Hindu masters must have followed a 
similar way; t'ombiiiin^ the tradition of the school with individual study and practice. If genuine 
Indian att is to experience a renaissance it is that same principle which must still be followed, 
luirope got its renaissance through learning from the (ireek aiiticpie. India will get hers if she 
turns to Ajanta and goes to school there. 

Whoewr wants to serve the catise of ])ure Indian art will fmd his masters heie, in whose ste])s 
hi‘ must strive to go. He will <lo as they did, lirst of all study nature to master the secrets of 
form, volume and movement. Ihtt then he will go to Ajanta to cultivate his sense of deep and 
harmonious colours, of distinct and full composition, of expressive and pleasing lines and last but 
not least of genuint* Hindu ligure style. .As he lives and .studies among tluir works, he will catch 
something ol their sacred (ire, until in him he feels the lu art vibrating while the hand draws a 
I'lc.u and bold line. 'I'liat is why those old Huddhist masterpieces so often leavi* on the observei 
the impression of a ])rayer or a hymn of ])raise.

\’ou have asked me seveial times to put on paj)er some of my obsm vations during last 
touring season, which I will now (Mideavour to do, hoping at the same time that if lurther investi- 
gations are made in the localities I refer to, you will see that 1 am informed of the result. 

1 think by far the most interesting point 1 have noticed is the architecture of iMroz^fdi or 
perhaps we had better call it the Bahnian vShahl j)eriod. 

I have hesitated reporting this until 1 had looked up the various authorities on Indian Archi- 
tecture; but now I am satisfied that none of them have recognized it as a se])arate style or system 
including uni(|ue structural ideas, which cannot be found outside that kingdom, nor was it until 
I inysell visited I'jrozabad that 1 was struck with this fact. 

'file main feature of this data is the combined use of dome and pyramid loofs, which I lirst 
noticed on a small scale in the small ba/.aar within (Uilbargah fort which lies beyond the great 
mosque, and now occu])icd by Mr. Hankin’s Police and a few Arabs. 

Both the structme of these domes and ])yramidal roofs arc well worth examination, but this 
is ditlicult as mo.st of the rooms are converted by untidy walls into Zenanas. 

However the principle involved in the domes can be gathered from this sketch and might be 
well described as conctete reinforced with stone; apparently the jnramids are constructed in the 
same manner.

\ ou will probably have noticed a pyramid crowned Chattri at the 
entrance to Raichur Fort, others occur at Vadgir and Jaldrug. 

However it is not until one visits Firozabad that the entire com- 
pleteness of this style of architecture strikes one, for there among 
the ruins of that once famous pleasure-house, you lind an entire system 
laxdshly developed, luro/abad lies overlooking a beautiful reach of 
the Bhuna, iz miles to the West of Shahbad vStatioii ; no road exists 
but the tracks are quite easy in the dry weather, though impracticable 
owing to black cotton soil after any rain. 



1'lu‘ town is Mirrtuindrd hv :i now dilajddatod wall throin^h whiv'h ri\tiancr is t)l)taiiu‘d l>y loin 
^aU*s, the ( iiilhargah, Shorai)ui, “rani,” and the fourth the xillaj^eis eall the “Choi” «)i thud 
^atc, hut even thoui^h they supjjort theii iiua-ntion with a taU*. I think you will agree it must 
originally have been the Raiehur (iate. 

The “Ram Hase ” faces the river, and thiough that, entianee was ouee obtained int«» the 
“Zenana,” but now oveigrown cactus bars the way. This gate is noticeable as haxim; been ])artly 
constructed ot Deccan trap which must ha\e been carted from ('.ulbargah . in coiisis juema^ the 
lower portion remains /;//</(/, lor the u])per ])art of Shahbad slabs has been attacked bv weathei 
and the vamlal. 'Phe iiinuirs are worth noticing. 

The Zenana is a ruin sax e lor some line archeil rooms finely pl.isiered, and heie and then' a 
hint of colouri'd decoration, but on the ont.^kirts near the river is the leinains ol a liiu* d'urkish 
bath Well illustrating Hahman Slrlhi architectuie. 

The building which is now I'alled tin* Kitchen desei \’t“s earelul nieasuiing and photogi ajdiing 

The roof is composed of one laige dome llanked by lour pyramids 
and tlu‘ front is o])taine<l bx’ one large pyramid llanked by two 
domes. I am imdiiu‘(l to think from the mins that tluae was 
aiu)thei room at the back whiidi was domed. 

Here you have at once an laitiuly distinctixi’ styU- of an hi- 
tcctiue indigenous to I lytlerabad, foi on examination you will find 
that ex’cii the para])ets are oiiginal in design, so also are the small 
xvdiich llank tlu* comers. 'Phe lool inside is laxdshlx 
decorated with tK-ndeiit i ves, but the lilthy smell o| liats previ’iits 
aiiything but just a x'ery cur.sorx- ix.iminatiiin. bight and ventil- 
ation was obtained by piercing the dome with hoUs, which at 
first I thought was for jiigeons which now take' adxantage of it, 
but I am satislied it was to K't out the va])out ol the liath. Just 
outside the high Zenana walls but connected by a small passage still available t hrough llouiishnig 
cactus you reach the once stately niosiiuc. 

Here surely “ Ichabod ” more* clearly describe*s this sc’cne ol de*solation than anx' wotd oui 
language* su]>])lie*s. 

-My actual mcasiuements ate in Hyderabad, I>ut il my me*motv selves the mosipie is ;5o It. 
by ^oo. Surrouude'd by an arched Jdwan the Western en<1 was onee- coveta-d by bi*autilul 
domes graced xvith line jiendentives of which, alas, but those on the Noithern wall, three in numbe i, 
remain. The court-yard once llagged is a wilderness of cactus ami it is with difliculty, I might 
say even danger. I reached the Mihrab whieh is of earved Deccan trap but without inscrijdion oi 
date. 

The entraiie'c to the Ixast is a line examjile ol the Mahniani atchiteetuie and should be savad 
from further decay. An included arch is here used inste*ad of pemlentix es. 

Beyond is the so-called Kaneliim Mahall, which in architecture* is not unlike* the d'own Hall at 
Raiehur, and Hanked by the small houses of the* ladie*s who once waxed in graceful rhythm to the 
sound of cymbals and sitars, before this amorous king. 

The (Jjor or Raiehur Date is a very line* bit of arehite*ctuie* and should be care fully measure*d 
and photographed —the ribbed roofing is xa*ry line*. 

d'herc but re*mains to mention the Diwan-i-Klia,*:.’;., and the so-called Musafn Khana, tin* 
loririer a flat-roofed buihling laid on dome*s resting on line polished diorite ])illars. the othe*r anotliei 
typical cxamf)le of the dome and ])yramid-roe)fed style, whicli in my o]>inif)n is most effectixi* and 
uncommon. 

Opp(.)site the J )iwan-i-IHias';» is a single room, the pyramid rooi of whie h 1 should like te> hutlier 
investigate, for apparently it is a solid block of crincrete, which has been laid on to t entering wliich 
was .subsequently removed. 

A bazaar similar to that I mentioned in (lulbargah lies near the (riilbargah (bate, with similar 
])yramid and dome roofs. I am afraid it is too late to do much to b'lro/.alMd ; but some one sliould
